WasHiaton, November 12— The Scere-
tary of State has telegraphed Governor
Perry to continme to act as Governor of
South Carolina until relieved by the Presi-
dent’s arder.

Ho says the President regreta that
neither the Convention nor Legislature hias
repudiated the war debt, amd that South
Car lina scems to decline the (Congsres-
sional amendment to the Federal Constitu-
tion abolishing slaverr.

Yosterday, Seward telegrapied Perry
for the President, that the carly adoption
of the amendment was deemed peeuliarly
important, and especially desirabile with
referenca to the general situation of the
Union, The President's opinion, before
expressacd, remains unchangod.

u-day, members of the late North Caro-
lina Convention and other gentlemen of
that Btate, visited the I'resident. Mr.
Read, in behalf of the Convention, told
what was done, including the declaration
that the secession ordinance was null and
void; slavery prohibited, and the debt
contracted in aid of the rebellion repu-
diated. The Convention asks Congress to
repeal the test oath, and it was thought
respectful that this request should pass
through the President's hands, with the
hope that his magnanimity would add to it
some reflections which wonld avail with
Congress.

The President, rccipmcuting this concilia-
tory spirit, said North Carolina had done
much and well, but sumething yet remains
to be done to render restoration practica-
ble—namely, the acceptance of the Con-
gressional anti-slavery amendments to the
Constitution, as particnlarly important to
the successful restoration’ so much de-
sired. This action must depend upon
events, and Holden will again be instructed
to continue to exeente his functions as
Governor nuntil relieved by orders to that
effect.

The available strength of the army ex-
ceeds 180,000 men, of which about one-half
are East of the Mississippi.

The United States Consal stationed at
Havana, under date of Octolier 31, in-
forms the State Dcepartment that the
Captain-General of the Island of Cnba
has tendered to the British Consul-General
troops and war vessels to go and assist the
anthorities in Jamaica. The war vessels
were accepted, and two of them sailed on
the date of his despateh from St. Jago de
Cuba.

The Consal at Havana encloses to the

State Department a despateh from cur
Cossnl at Kingston, in which he states
that his predecessor, who has had some
four years' experience with the islanders,
expresses fears that it will require several
months to sunpress the insarrection offec-
tually. e expresses hope that an Ameri-
can war steamer may be at once despatehed
to that port; and states there are on the
island of Jumaiea abont 400,600 inhabi-
tanta, of which 10,000 are whites, about
75,000 mulattoes and the remainder (315,-
000) are blacks, The present outbreak
evidently has been long contemplated, and
iy intended to be a war of ¢ fnination
by the blacks against the wh , and the
great  disparity of numbers gives the
ormer & great advantage; they Lave,
morcover, chosen a timo when there are
but fow English troops at that station, and
but one small Eughish war steamer (tho
Wolverine) at the istand.
